Statistics lssu<*d by ih© I'nltcd States 
goxernment. as ael! an the observa¬ 
tions of the most casual investigators, 
unite in establishing these facts' 

That the great majority of persons 
In this country, including a fifth of 
the wemen and little girls, are tolling 
hard at productive industry for which 
they recelte In wages only o sum suf¬ 
ficient lo afford them a bare living. 

That a few ^\hn are not engaged in 
prfiductlve mdi-atry are tremendously 
wenlihv and growing wealthier 

"The rich few ARE engaged in pro¬ 
ductive industry." did you say and are 
therefore entitled lo financial reward? 
Let's see. A man who is engaged In 
produrti\’e industry must necessarily 
produce something that i *de to the 
worlds B'jpply of m.aterls' wealth 
Scheming to produce profits a Ida noth¬ 
ing to the world's supply o* wealth. 
It benefits only the Individ iRl who 
does the scheming And in the case 
uf industry, it always hurts both the 
producers sad tho consumers from 
whom the profits are wrung, because 
U decreases wages and increases the 
price of the finished product. How. 
then, does ^Ir Rockefeller, in his ca- 
; pacity of a i.8i:rnad king, perform any 
i I'SEKl'L labor, when he never thron’s 
a pound of coal into a loot motive fire- 
; box or handles a pound of freight? 

How does Mr. Rockefeller qualify for 
^ admission Into the'class of productive 
I laborers by controlling the steel crust, 

I when he never smelt an ounce of ore 
or forges a bar of steel? The world 
ils poorer whenever a productive Is- 
Iborer ceases to produce, because the 
total product Is dlmlolahed to the ex¬ 
tent of the laborer's ability to pro- 
huce. Will the world be poorer when 
llr. Rockefeller "ceases to produce?" 
A'hat Is hla "product" that v U be 
hissed? Steel la higher now .nan U

' that Is I'SEFI'L to the people; Its only 
when he Is doing something else that

PRESENTS NEW ZEALAND AS LONG STEP FORWARD 


New Zealand has played for 
20 years the part of an experi¬ 
ment station in social legisla¬ 
tion. while the rest of the. world 
has looked on. always with inter¬ 
est and often with profit. The 
progress of the island govern¬ 
ment in State Socialism has fur- 
“nished many stories and books. 
Among these mosK recently to 
hand is the little volume "Social 
Welfare in New Zealand" (Stur¬ 
gis & Walton company), by 
Hugh H. l.usk, former,member 
of the colonial parliament, which 
gives its account clearly, inter¬ 
estingly, comprehensively, and, 
of course, with partisan empha¬ 
sis. Experiment, Lusk tells, was 
fai'ly torced upon the land: 

"New Zealand is the youngest 
of England’s self-governing col¬ 
onies that are now known as do¬ 
minions. Canada had been, at 
least nominally, a colony of 
Great Britain for three-quarters 
of a cehtury before England had 
thought of taking possession of 
the faraway islands in the South 


Pacific that had acquired an ex¬ 
ceedingly bad reputation as the 
home of an unusually fierce alld 
warlike race of savages. There 
was, indeed, at the time,, very 
little reason why an English gov¬ 
ernment should think of making 
such an addition to the widely 
scafttered possessions for which 
she was already responsible, and 
probably nothing but the adven¬ 
turous instinct of the British 
people could have compelled 
their government to do so. 

“The idea of the leaders in the 
new movement had been that of 
establishing a specially English 
colony, with a people and social 
ideaazis nearly like those of the 
old home as possible, and for 
many reasons that seemed diffi¬ 
cult to do in Australia. .The cli¬ 
mate did not favor it, for one 
thing, as the Australian cl^ate 
is hot and continental, and tnere- 
fore utterly unlike the old ioun- 
try. There was no place for Eng- 
li^ Jarming in Australia, and 
the new immigration movement 
was intended to be very largely 
carried out by farming peoplei 


Finally there was already a con¬ 
siderable British population in 
Australia, very largely composed 
of a very objectionable class of 
people, and their children. In 
1840 there had already been a 
convict population sent from 
Britain to Australia numbe'ring 
fully 80,000 persons, and they 
and their descendants at that 
time formed the greater part of 
^ the popi'lation.' 

New Zealand Had Faith 
in Its Pilgrim Fathers 

"The pre-.'lers oMthe New 
Zealand settlements decided 
tnat they would not change their 
plans, but if the English goveiyi- 
ment would .not colonize the is¬ 
lands of New Zealand, they 
would do it themselves. They 
proceeded accordingly to send 
out agents who might, with the 
.assistance of the mOSonaries in 
- the country, who were almost the 
only white men who could speak 
the language of tho natives, buy 
land in suitable places for Kt- 
tlement. It was in Ae year 1838 
that these agents were; sent out, 


I and in the following year the 
I first shipload of emigrants- the 
j Pilgrim Fathers of New Zealand 
settlement—sailed from Plym¬ 
outh sound for the new coun¬ 
try. • • • 

"New Zealand became in this 
way the first example of a po¬ 
litical experiment such as Eng¬ 
land had never made before. 
The native chiefs were ready to 
give up the sovereignty of their 
country—which was a thing they 
didn't at all understand, as it 
had never been held by any of 
themselves—and to accept in re- 
' turn presents of blankets, tobac¬ 
co and a few guns and barrels of 
powder; they were shrewd 
enough, however—prompted, it 
has been said, by some of the 
white traders—to insist on a con¬ 
dition. The white queen at the 
other side of the worId_^ might 
hkve the sovereignty of'^the is¬ 
lands,,'whatever that might 
mean, but the land, which the 
tribes claimed as their own, 
must not be taken from them uA- 
less they chose to sell it to the 
white men. 


"This provision was eml^odied 
in the agreement known as ^The 
Treaty of 'X'aitangi.' the name of 
the place where the conference 
was held and the treaty signed. 
Under this agreement all the 
land of New Zealand wus admit¬ 
ted to belong to the native tribes, 
and the English government 
bound itself not to take any of 
it from them except with their 
consent and at a price to be in 
each case agreed to by the own¬ 
ers. It is specially mentioned 
here because it was.not only the 
first new experiment in the gov- 
e.-nment of the proposed colony, 
but. as it turned out. has had a 
large influence, direct and indi¬ 
rect, on the history and develop¬ 
ment of the country. ’

Since X have 
no dollars, the storekeeper and the manufacturers can 
not. sell me their good^ so they lay off their handa 
Now the laid-off men get no more dollars to biMr coaL 
Tbe next thing Is a panic and people freeze and starve 
to death because there la too much ooal In the ground 
and too many eatables in the storse. ' 

A tSF great capitalists havo tbo-PQwer to do as 
they* please.' They can shut down mines and factories 
and ahat out millions of willing workers without the 
govemment ever saying "Boo!" 

Money is Just as plentiful during nione>’ panics as 
ever. But It’s in the hands of the wrong fellow. If 
some people had the goods and other people had the 
money, then they could exchange and busIneM would 
be brisk. But when the peopL) wko have the goods 
have the money, tod, then the folks who produce the 
goods suffer from overproduction on account of under¬ 
consumption. At such times our statesmen begin to 
monkey witlf the currency Quesiloo. which Is the same 
thliyr as prescribing a diet to a man who has . othing 
to AL 

In 1501 wo had a shortage and the working people 
were shorter of money than usual. Men with goo4 
trades, able and willing to work, were given their 
walking papers. Jobs Suddenly evaporated and mil¬ 
lions faced starvation In the midst of plenty.

AS to proce^lnfm In cases of trou¬ 
ble; "The first duty of the arbitra¬ 
tion court In all cases wherti the 
amount of wages that ought to be 
paid in any particular trade was In 
dispute, waa to a^ortaln what It 
should cost the average worker, with 
a wife and family, ^to live In reason¬ 
able comfort and respectability. The 
second duty of the court W'as to as¬ 
certain how much the profits of the 
employei In an ordinary year would 
enable him to pay. 

"The first question waa one of na¬ 
tional policy, as It was held to be con¬ 
trary to the interest as well as the 
duty of tbe community to allow the 
degradation of any section of the peo¬ 
ple by their employment on terms 
that forbade tbelr well being, and 
that of their families. The second 
question was one of fair play and or¬ 
dinary JQstlce. os between man and 
man: and to form a fR?r and Intelll- 

f ent conclusion U was necessary to 
>arn a good many things that had 
been regarded In Che past as the busi¬ 
ness of the employers, and of nobody 
else. • • • 

In dealing with the questlo’n of re¬ 
laxation from labor. New Zealand 
took llttlo note of special trade Inter¬ 
ests.. 

"The question to be settled was 
what was for the advantage of the 
people, not what would give the em¬ 
ployers thp largest returns for the 
capital en\ployed In their business, 
i Having decided that eight hours out 
I of 24 were a sufilclent day’s work. It 
went on to provide for some part -of 
each week liI which the workers 
might have the opportimlty for en¬ 
joyment. The result was thfU Satur¬ 
day in each week w'as fixed as the day 
on which four hours should count as 
a full day’s work, for which payment 
should be made to all peyeons em-1 
ployed by the week at the same rate | 
as the other daya 

Regulated Labor’s Hours, 

Then Made Sure of Rest 

12 o'clock on Saturdays, there¬ 
fore. all labor lays down Its tools, ex¬ 
cept in cases where another half day 
has by arrangement been substituted, 
and the. Saturday ^afternoon and ev- 
ning become the play • time of the 
, workers and their famtiles'. Saturday i 
I night shopping Is provided for by a 
' <fiause which leaves It to the local 
authorities of every'city or borough 
to select any other day in each week 
on which shops and*stores sha!! be 
closed at mid day. that all employee 
may have tbelr half holiday. 

' "Six o’clock Is the statutory hour 
at which stores and shops must close, 
except on Saturdays, when they may 
ftmain open till 9, but without ex¬ 
tending tbe hours 


The "nonpartisan" city administra¬ 
tion can no longer dddge payment of 
back saiazies to child w'elfare and tu¬ 
berculosis workersj which they re¬ 
fused to pay at the beginning of their 
administration, on the plea that pay¬ 
ment would he illegal. The state leg¬ 
islature has enacted a law eperlfirally 
authorizing the payment of these sal- 
arlea 

In his bitter antagonlbrn to any¬ 
thing suggesting Social-Democracy. 
Mayor Badlog attacked the child wel¬ 
fare work as done by Wilbur C. Phil¬ 
lips, former secretary of the child wel¬ 
fare commission, shortly after enter¬ 
ing office, showing that, while h<- knew 
little end eared leas about child wel¬ 
fare work, he did care mightily about 
getting rid of Phllltps, because Phil¬ 
lips was a Social-Democrat. Follow- 
'ng the lead of Badlng. the "oonpnr- 
tu^^ns" In the conocll refused to pay 
for .Tork for whicn the city had value 
received, not alone to Phillips, but lo 
nurses of the child welfare commit- 
Sion, to Mrs. Frank King, nee Edith 
Shatto, of the tuberculosis commis¬ 
sion. several stenographers, and the 
secretar)’ of the harbor and the potato 
patch commlBstone. 

To pay them would be illegal, ar¬ 
gued the "noni-artlsans." beravise the 
commissions wore not properly nu- 
ihorized municipal bodlea The city 
attorney's offioe showed how most of 
the bills could ' e legally met, but thnt 
made no difference to the "nonpnnb 
sans," who have always been strong 
for "legality" where .there was a 
chance to attack a Social-Democrat or 
a Social-Democratic meanure, but who 
have thought nothing of granting lo¬ 
cal capitalists special permits to vu 
late the building laws, purchiulng in 
large amouMs "without the Interven¬ 
tion of a formal contract," or recom¬ 
mending t lat saloon licenses galore 
be granted In violation of the Baker 
law.

In fact it Is thought by scientists that there 
are few In the world. They are deecendanta 
of a very ancient apeelee of water animals. 
Scientists who believe In evolnilon and that 
there Is an unbroken chain from the shapeless 
Jelly-fish to man, say the sea elephant Is the 
link that connects* water animals to land anl- 
maU. For the Instruction of my youthful read¬ 
ers X will condense a late report of the sea 
elephant as follows: They ore now found only 
. near Ouaialupe Island In the West Indies. 
Naturalists desire further information regarding 
these strange creatures believed to exist only in 
this vicinity, and a loud call for their preeervu- 
UoD Is.going up. Plans are being formulated 
for an appeal to the governments of the United 
States and Mexico. 

This animal, an Important link In the chain 
of evolution, is the largest of all fin-footed 
mammala It looka like a seal in a transitional 
stage, on Its way to becoming an elephant.

Coarse bristly hair grows sparsely from the 
nock back along the body, and r. tough pro¬ 
tecting crust of flesh reaches like a shield, 
from the lower Jaw down over the chest, and 
around to the back of the neck. This bib 
affair is Nature's provtslon for ttmef of battU. 
The males fl£ht viciously In the mating season, 
which Is In March, and the anatomical ban 
cade with which each la provided prevents 
much loss of lifo. When angry, the animals 
riaa up on their front flippers, swaying ponder¬ 
ously frqm aide to side. A queer trumpeting, 
something betwet a snort and a roar, accom¬ 
panied by much blowring through tho pro- 
boaeU, Is an InTi.Abte prelude to Uielr move- 
menta 

The sea elephants are to be seen most fre¬ 
quently In a amall cove on the west side of the 
Island, absolhtely Inaccessible frcim tha land. 
Cliffs 4,000 feet high rise Just l>ack of the 
narrow beach, on which a heovr surf beau in 
eontlnuallx- landing Is made In a rowboat. 
This tiny niche Is called "Sea Elephant Beach." 
At first the animals did not aeiTm afrajd of 
human beings; lat4r an attempt was made to 
taseo one of ihe yearlings.. With the first 
tightening of the roi>a around his neck, the ter¬ 
rified creature began to putt and roar. Three 
men strained at the other end of the rope, but 
the animal dragged them right along after 
hlns, tdl, fearing leet be should turn and attack 
them, they let go of the rope and he floundered 
off and sealed himself on a high point of rock. 
Yearlings have beev captured by throwing stout 
nets over them, after which thecr were lifted 
Into the boaU with a derrick. When frightened, 
thy have been known to refuse food for nearjg 
a weqk.—R. A. Dagua

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT WASPS 


I do not claim to be a professional nature 
student, but ; I ave for many years read with 
great interest accounu of the habiu and wor*: 
of insects such as beee and Spiders. 1 will 
in this contribution, for the Instruction and 
amuaeroeut of our yonng folks, retell some of 
the Incidents 1 have learned about Insects. 
First I will quote Carmen Bylvla, who says: 

"I love all anlmalo, even "Oldere. they spin 
so cleverly and are such exeellont mothera 
Besides, they are musical. My F.lend, the 
Swedish composer, Uallstfom. told me that 
for a long .time he had two spldeia which 
wculd let themselves down from the oe-llng by 
long threads when he played, and station 
themselves oo the piano to hear the rousla 
Of ants and beee I will not speak: one who 
does not love them is so stupid that t haro 
nothing to say to him. Even wasps ore not 
OS bad as painted. For anakes only I have 
no liking: they terrify me; but my aversion is 
doubtless due to the fact that X hav# not 
studied them enough. It seems to me Impos¬ 
sible not to love an animal whose innocence and 
goodness one has accurately comprehended.** 

I agree .with Bylvla that wasps ore not so bod 
os painted and yet In some Buropitfin countries 
city officials pay a roword for all those killed. 

The queen wasp Is, of course, the sole maker 
of the nest and producer of Its oocuponta Tlze- 
death of a single queeg may mean the reduc¬ 
tion of the summer wasp population by ten or 
twenty thousand. Queen wasps ore portlcu- 
Isrly fond of certain plants, notably ths ooto- 
neoster. There Is no InstnitDsnt of dsstruo- 
tlon ouUe so effectlvs ss a tennis racket. They 
may be trapped In bottles oontolnlngRbeer or 
treacle, but they ore not eager feeders like thslr 
progeny later In the season. 

At Hy'the,^ent, where the town council hss 
offered s pskny for each queen wasp killed, 
oi'er 4.000 were received In nineteen days, 
wirtle children at Harden, Rent, have killed 
nearly 8.000 In two days, being paid at ths 
rate of three a penny. 

I onoe read on aooonnt of the stratogy of a 
wasp known os a "Mod Wo^** On# was seen 
to alight within on Inch or two of a spider's 
nest on tha 'side oppostts the opontn^ soys sn 
exchange. Creeping around toward the 
entrance to the nest, ths wasp stopped a Uttie 
short of It and for a momsnt remained per- 
feotiy quiet. Then, reaching ont one of its 
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Editor Jonee in bis Dolly Mogosine tells how 
' he and his wife Maria caught a mouse. I think 
my boy and girl riders will enjoy the story 
and I will retell It for their omussment.

They did not tv m 
know any such vote was to I e 
taken Besides, ft was an "eye and 
noo" vote, where the postmaster 
could observe just how every man 
voted. 

Naturally, the small percentage 
of carriers who voted, did so unani¬ 
mously for coats. Thereafter, the 
postmaster announced to the world 
that the men all wanted to wear 
coals and suffer from the heat 
rather than adopt a more comfor¬ 
table blouse uniform.

upon the general character of Indus¬ 
try? At least three effects that should 
bo spoken of now: 

One—Since the "division of labor" 
meana Increased productivity and 
therefore decreased coat of produc¬ 
tion. manufacturing is now done on a 
LARGE scale, with HUGE factories, 
containing MUCH machinery*, w*hlch. 
In turn, la operated by MANY indi¬ 
viduals. 

Two—the small factonr, thM la, the 
workshop of the individual who used 
to make things WITHOUl’ machinery, 
has been drlvi-n out of existence, sim¬ 
ply bc-cause it canot compete with the 
large foctor>' which produces more 
cheaply. 

Three—It being impossible WITH- 
01 ’T machinery to compete with those 
who HAN'E machinery’, and It also 
being Impossible with a UTTLE ma¬ 
chinery to compete w'lth one who has 
MrCH machinery. It has followed as 
a togirni and inevitable consequence 
or ihesv facts that a large part of the 
population, unable to buy the expen¬ 
sive machinery that is necessary to 
production, has been compelled to 
sefk to work for wages for those who 
Dt • own the machinery. 

So. we have these Important fact* 
a'iih, regard to the effects of machln- 
«T>’ upon production: 

'"> 06 —The productivity of labor la 
increased. No leas an authority than 
.Mr. Gladstone said that owing td ma¬ 
chinery. "the manufacturing power of 
the world Is doubled every seven 
years.” The United States oeziaus re¬ 
ports make the consex*vatfve estimate 
that machinery and the dixUion of- 
labor now* enrble one man to produc'*^, 
as much as six men produced a hun-'l 
(Ired years ago. Macninery is doing 
the work, of 60.000,000 men in the 
little state of MoasachuseUa 

Two—Manufacturing can be prof¬ 
itably carried on only on. a ItARGE 
scale with M'UCH maohihery, so the 
man who %ui leomed -to USE ma¬ 
chinery, bur has not acquired enough 
wealth to OWN It, must work—if he 
works at his trade at all—Jor the mau 
who owns the tools without which th^i 
laborer would descend to the ran^ of 
the unskilled workmen.
